A BATTLE of the brands may be 
about to commence as two new 
supermarkets, an Iceland and 
a Waitrose, are set to come to 
Banbury. 

Applications were made to 
Cherwell District Council on 
January 26 by Iceland Foods Ltd 
for renovations to a property in 
Banbury Retail Park, Lockheed 
Close. 

These include a new shop front 
with parting entrance doors and 
signage, and new air conditioning 
and refrigeration systems. 

Iceland’s Ken Jones, who made 
the applications, confirmed the 
chain’s intentions. He said: “Our 
choice was based on the area and 
the size. The store will take the new 
‘warehouse’ format, which is larger 
than a conventional Iceland.” 

The prospective site will be 10,000 
sq ft and have around 60 trollies. 

Mr Jones added that issues had 
arisen over an external trolley 
park, which he said was not being 
allowed for Iceland even though 
other retailers on the site - Pets at 
Home and Home Bargains - already 
have trolley parks. 

If approved, work is expected to 
take between eight and ten weeks. 

Last Thursday, Waitrose 
confirmed plans for a new store 
on surplus land in front of the 
Mondelez International factory, 
Southam Road. A joint application 
will be submitted by Barwood 
Capital and Mondelez in the spring, 
subject to consultation. 

The proposed supermarket will be 
built on a 29,000 sq ft site with 220 
parking spaces. 

According to Waitrose, around 200 
jobs will be created. 

Money released from the sale of 
the proposed site by Mondelez to 
Barwood would generate funds for 
Mondelez to invest in its Banbury 
factory, including upgrading staff 
facilities and offices. Mondelez 
expects to employ 700 people by the 
end of the year. 

Banbury Chamber of Commerce 
chairman Richard Hunter said: 
“Broadly speaking it’s a positive 
thing and good in terms of jobs. 

“Our only concern is congestion. 


It’s an extremely busy location in 
terms of traffic at points in the 
evening and afternoon from the 
retail park and the M40.” 

A Waitrose spokesman said it had 
considered the site next to Spiceball 
Leisure Centre, but following 
a detailed review of the plans 
concluded it was not viable, due to 
the size of the proposed store, car 
parking and overall complexity. 

He added detailed transport 
assessments would be undertaken 
as part of the planning application. 

Banbury Civic Society chairman 
Rob Kinchin-Smith said: “It seems 
astonishing that Waitrose has 
decided to walk away from the old 
Spiceball site in favour of an ugly, 
out-of-town industrial area, with 
heavily congested road access. 

“The Southam Road site doesn’t 
have even outline planning 
permission for a supermarket. 

“For a Waitrose to be good 
for Banbury, it needs to be in 
a location where its customers 
might also visit the town centre on 
foot. Waitrose’s decision to chance 
their arm on the Southam Road 


instead seems like a bit of a stab in 
the back all round.” 

The public are invited to view and 
discuss plans at public exhibition at 
Banbury Town Hall tomorrow, from 
10am to 1pm. Representatives from 
Waitrose and the project team will 
be there to answer questions. 

Around 24,000 newsletters 
containing a freepost feedback form 
are also being distributed to inform 
people of the plans.

Facelift for TV’s Wolf Hall 
after its screen success 


Refurb for castle ahead of an 
expected rise in visitors after 
the popularity of TV series

A CASTLE recently used as a set 
for the BBC’s Wolf Hall will under¬ 
go the first improvements to its 
kitchens and tea room since 1975. 

Plans have been submitted for 
Broughton Castle that will see the 
kitchen area extended, improved 
drainage and refurbished toilets in 
the car park. 

Custodian and heir Martin Fiennes 
said: “The original plan was rather 
more than we’re actually going to 
end up doing. But it’s overdue. It will 
make a few people more comfortable 
- there will be heating in the toilets 
for a start.” 

Mr Fiennes is the son of Nathaniel 
Fiennes, whose official title is 21st 
Baron Saye and Sele. Ownership of 
the castle has remained in the family 
since 1447. 

The building itself, a fortified man¬ 
or house, has a medieval core built in 
1300 and was extended in 1550, mak¬ 
ing much of it Tudor in origin. 

The initial plan was also to update 
ticketing facilities and disabled ac¬ 
cess, but these were abandoned for 


cost reasons. 

Mr Fiennes said the project would 
cost “a lot” but he hoped the work 
would last the building for another 30 
or 40 years. 

He said: “We had 14,000 visitors last 
year, about 20 per cent from overseas. 

“But we hope we’ll have a little more 
this year. I think the Wolf Hall public¬ 
ity will bring an extra thousand.” 

The BBC adaptation of Hilary Man¬ 
tel’s bestselling historical novel was 
partly filmed at Broughton Castle in 
June and July 2014. Episode three, 
which aired on February 4, includes 
three parts of the castle in the first 
three scenes: the gatehouse, the great 
hall and the Oak Room. 

Over the years the castle has fre¬ 
quently appeared onscreen, playing 
host to crews from Shakespeare in 
Love, Jane Eyre and Antiques Road¬ 
show. 

On its attraction as a set, Mr Fiennes 
said: “It’s a beautiful and unspoilt 
Tudor manor house. And it’s only an 
hour and a quarter from London. 

“Of course there’s disruption, and 
you have to make sure everything’s 
looked after and people are taking 
care. But it’s great having film crews. 
I can be as much of a fanboy as any¬ 
one else.” 

The stables, now housing the tea 
room, were partly built in about 1400, 
probably as a lodging house.

Gift of £20k will allow Dogs 
for the Disabled to improve 
training facilities and publicity

A CHARITY providing assistance 
dogs for people with disabilities 
has received a grant of about 
£20,000 to improve facilities. 

A UPS Foundation van pulled up 
outside Dogs for the Disabled’s head¬ 
quarters in Blacklocks Hill, Banbury, 
and charity staff and their four-leg¬ 
ged companions were presented with 
a $32,000 cheque. 

Charity chief executive Peter Gorb- 
ing said: “We’re hugely grateful to 
the UPS Foundation for this wonder¬ 
ful grant. 

“This will provide much improved 
training facilities for our staff, dogs 
and clients, and will also increase 
awareness of the charity’s work.” 

The UPS Foundation is the charita¬ 
ble arm of the United Parcel Service 
and funds community-strengthening 
projects around the world. 

It has previously provided volun¬ 
teers for Dogs for Disabled and the 
money will help fund redevelopment 
of the site’s training hall. 

Improvements will include a fully- 
furnished canteen area and simu¬ 


lated ‘home area’ with a bedroom, 
lounge and kitchen, as well as addi¬ 
tional space for client workshops. 

Dogs for the Disabled’s Sarah Wat¬ 
son said: “When we arrived in 2001 
the training hall was an existing 
building and it was fairly basic. Now 
it’s at the point where it needs some 
serious TLC. 

“In the new cafe area people can get 
a cup of coffee and learn how to get 
their dogs to sit and relax by their 
side. It’s a really important part of 
the dog’s training and socialisation.” 

More than 30 families have ben¬ 
efited from Dogs for the Disabled’s 
services across Oxfordshire. This in¬ 
cludes fully-trained assistance dogs 
helping people with physical disabili¬ 
ties, and autism assistance dogs. 

More have attended ‘PAWS’ work¬ 
shops to explore the benefits of a dog 
to autistic children. 

In the mock home they learn to 
fetch remote controls, open doors, 
remove clothes from a washing ma¬ 
chine and help owners get dressed, as 
well as other tasks. 

Trainer Clare Mehmet said: “It’s re¬ 
ally rewarding knowing that in just a 
few months the dogs I’m helping train 
will make a life-changing difference.” 

There are 30 to 35 dogs at the train¬ 
ing facility at any time. This year up 
to 55 will complete training and the 
improvements will better equip the 
charity to meet its target of 98 dogs

According to the latest 
figures from the House 
of Commons Register of 
Members’ Financial Interests, 
the Conservative earned a total 
of £190,903 in 2014. 

That figure placed him 
ninth among the top 10 of the 
highest earning MPs in the 
Commons. 

Sir Tony is a practising 
barrister and also holds 
a number of company 
directorships. 

Between February 4, 2014 
and February 3 this year he 
registered £39,996 earned from 
work advising Woburn Energy 
pic. 

And for his role as chairman

Homes get nod 
- and a hall into 
the bargain 

PLANS for 33 homes and a village hall 
in Great Bourton have been approved 
by councillors despite the site not 
being listed in Cherwell’s local plan. 

Cherwell District Council has 
approved the village development 
planned for land to the west of 
Garners House, in Main Street, Great 
Bourton. 

The decision was made in light of 
backing from The Bourtons Parish 
Council and Cherwell’s housing 
targets. 

Cherwell lead member for planning 
Michael Gibbard said: “Members 
approved the delivery of the new 
homes in this rural location. 
Particularly as the parish council has 
clearly expressed its support for the 
scheme, including the provision of a 
replacement community hall which it 
admits it could not otherwise afford to 
fund.” 

The project will build 33 new homes, 
12 of which will be affordable, on 
grassland to the west of the village. 

The existing community hall will be 
replaced with the new building, which 
will offer parking and disabled access. 

Mr Gibbard added: “Members felt 
that approving the plans would not 
only support the district’s housing 
need but also local villagers, who 
would benefit from purpose-built 
community facilities.” 

Conditions of development include 
sufficient trees and hedgerows to be 
planted and a contribution to be made 
by developers to fund two new bus 
stops. 

The applicants - Property Group and 
Mr and Mrs Townsend - have a year to 
submit a more detailed application 
and if approved are required to start 
work within one year.

MOTORISTS and cyclists 
will continue to face bone¬ 
shaking journeys on the 
county’s roads following a 
near £3 million cut in the 
road maintenance budget. 

Oxfordshire’s transport boss 
Councillor David Nimmo Smith 
said there had been a big in¬ 
crease in the number of potholes 
repaired by the county council 
this winter. 

But he admits there is simply 
not the money to bring the coun¬ 
ty’s roads up to scratch. 

Mr Nimmo Smith said: “We 
will still be fixing potholes but 
we will have to continue to prior¬ 
itise to ensure the busier routes 
are dealt with. 

“That does mean, unfortu¬ 
nately, we will not be able to deal 
with as many potholes as we 
would like to.” 

The latest figures from the 
county council showed it fixed 
9,580 potholes between Novem¬ 
ber 2014 - January 2015 com¬ 
pared with 6,793 the same period 
the year before. 

But Mr Nimmo Smith has also 


admitted the £2.9m cut in the 
road maintenance budget for 
2015/16 would put pressure on 
the service. 

He said: “We’re not ducking 
the issue. We have been say¬ 
ing for some time that we need 
£160m to bring all our roads up 
to the standard people expect but 
we haven’t got that money and 
we’re unlikely to get that money 

“We have a lot less than that 
and, though not quite a rear¬ 
guard action, we have to priori¬ 
tise to keep the roads as best we 
can.” 

Mr Nimmo Smith explained 
that an £87m pot of cash award¬ 
ed to the county in December 
2014 would be spent on improv¬ 
ing roads as well as fixing pot¬ 
holes over the next six years. 

He said: “Some of that will go 
into capital projects, such as 
major reconstruction work on 
roads and some into the mainte¬ 
nance budget. 

“It gets to a stage where you 
need to do something more sub¬ 
stantial, like the sort of thing we 
are doing on London Road at the 
moment, where we are replacing 
the carriageway “ 

The Banbury Cake reported 
last September that resurfacing 
all of the county’s roads would 
only happen once every 255 years 
with the funding available. Yes¬ 
terday the county council said 
the estimation was the same. 

Mr Nimmo Smith said: “Last

winter and the one before that we 
were going out gritting every night 
for about six weeks but this year we 
haven’t had to do that.” 

Simon Hunt, chairman of cycle 
campaign group Cyclox, said that bad 
road conditions were a constant prob¬ 
lem, which were not helped by the 
budget cuts.

Damning review of Bullfinch 
scandal reveals catalogue of 
failings by organisations 

COUNTLESS opportunities 
to uncover the grooming of 
children were missed by Ox¬ 
fordshire County Council and 
Thames Valley Police, a damn¬ 
ing report into the Bullfinch 
scandal revealed this week. 

Oxfordshire Safeguarding Chil¬ 
dren Board released its Serious 
Case Review into the Bullfinch scan¬ 
dal, exposing a catalogue of failings 
by both organisations, the health 
services and schools. 

The 114-page report said authori¬ 
ties ignored or missed warning 
signs and failed to understand how 
grooming gangs worked until 2011. 

The report, by Alan Bedford and 
released on Tuesday, said that if 
police officers and social workers 
did have suspicions, systems were 
so weak that senior managers who 
could have realised there was a 
widescale problem were never told. 


The report was released almost 
two years after seven men were 
jailed for a minimum of 95 years for 
the grooming, abuse, rape and pros¬ 
titution of six girls. 

Mr Bedford said in his report one 
of the key problems was that child 
sexual exploitation - the organised 
targeting, grooming and abuse of 
vulnerable underage girls by older 
men - was not understood by au¬ 
thorities in Oxfordshire at the time. 

Mr Bedford wrote: “The language 
used by professionals was one which 
saw the girls as the source, not the 
victims of their extreme behaviour 
and they received much less sympa¬ 
thy as a result.” 

As well as the six victims - one of 
whom was just 11 when she was first 
abused - there have been another 
367 Oxfordshire youngsters identi¬ 
fied by the county council’s social 
services team as being abused or in 
danger of being groomed. 

The failings of the authorities - 
which also include education and 
the health services - was summed 
up by Mr Bedford: “In the most sim¬ 
plified of summaries, a combina¬ 
tion of not grasping the extent of ex¬ 


ploitation, the focus on the girls and 
their families as the source of the 
problems, the corresponding lack 
of focus on perpetrator, and a host 
of administrative and management 
issues all worked together to lead to 
child sexual exploitation being iden¬ 
tified later than it might have been.” 

But, despite the failings, Mr Bed¬ 
ford wrote: “The Serious Case Re¬ 
view has seen no evidence of wilful 
professional neglect or misconduct 
by organisations, but there was at 
times a worrying lack of curiosity 
and follow through, and much work 
should have been considerably dif¬ 
ferent and better.” 

At the time Oxfordshire did not 
spend as much on child social care 
as other authorities, ranking 132nd 
out of 150 authorities nationally and 
with the 10th lowest number of so¬ 
cial workers in the in the country. 

Thames Valley Police has referred 
itself to the Independent 
Police Complaints Com¬ 
mission over the report’s 
findings. 

No one at Oxford¬ 
shire County Council or 
Thames Valley Police 


has been disciplined. In a statement, 
Thames Valley Police once again 
apologised to the victims and their 
families, saying: “We have exam¬ 
ined what went wrong and we are 
doing all that we can to put things 
right. We are ashamed of the short¬ 
comings identified in this report 
and we are determined to do all we 
can to ensure that nothing like this 
ever happens again.” 

Jim Leivers, Oxfordshire County 
Council’s director for children, edu¬ 
cation and families, said: “Like the 
whole community we are horrified 
at what happened in Oxford. 

“We fully accept that we made 
many mistakes and missed opportu¬ 
nities to stop the abuse. We are total¬ 
ly committed to tackling this abuse 
and the county council has already 
implemented all the recommenda¬ 
tions for improvement, which the 
report acknowledges.”

There are 65 affordable homes 
in Longford Park, Banbury, with 
some available to move in to 
now.

OXON: Almost 91 per cent of 
primary school leavers in 
Oxfordshire will go to their first- 
preference secondary school.

Decision to axe executive 
role is to be reconsidered 
after leader admits mistake

THE decision to axe the top job 
at Oxfordshire County Coun¬ 
cil will be reviewed after its 
leader admitted he rushed it 
through. 

Council leader Ian Hudspeth 
said he would be apologising to the 
council after it was revealed the 
decision to scrap the chief execu¬ 
tive role was not valid. 

The move to make Joanna Si¬ 
mons redundant was recently 
voted through by the Conserva¬ 
tive-Independent Alliance during 
a heated full council meeting. 

It would have made the position 
redundant by June and granted 
chief executive Joanna Simons a 
redundancy package amounting to 
almost £600,000. 

But county council Conserva¬ 
tive leader Mr Hudspeth admitted 
that after receiving further legal 
advice the decision was now under 
review. 

Mr Hudspeth said: “I have acted 
in haste and I accept full responsi¬ 
bility for this. 

“The review will be a full one 
that looks at the impact of remov¬ 
ing [Ms Simons’] post and be led by 
my deputy leader Rodney Rose. 

“Given that it was a very close 
vote at the council meeting and 


lots of concerns have been raised, I 
want to now work with the opposi¬ 
tion.” 

He said the decision was called 
into question when the Labour Party 
threatened to mount a judicial re¬ 
view. 

The changes would not affect this 
year’s budget, he said, and chief 
executive Ms Simons had agreed to 


stay in her position. A decision on 
whether the position will still be 
made redundant will now be the sub¬ 
ject of a cross-party review. 

Mr Hudspeth said it would then be 
scrutinised by a committee before 
returning to cabinet so it could be 
consider by full council again. 

Labour leader Liz Brighouse - who 
had called for the decision to be de¬ 


tally vindicated”. She revealed they 
had been prepared to mount a judi¬ 
cial review of the move but had with¬ 
drawn that threat after meeting with 
Mr Hudspeth. 

She said: “This proposal should 
never have made it to full council 
and responsibility for that lies with 
the leader.” 


Cleaning team to 
look after spaces 
in the community 

PARKS, cemeteries and open 
spaces in Banbury will be looked 
after by Cherwell District 
Council’s cleansing team from 
April, in a move aimed at 
improving efficiency and value 
for money. 

An existing contract between 
Banbury Town Council and 
Continental Landscapes is due to 
end in March. 

After this the district council 
team, which already carries out 
street cleansing in Banbury, will 
take over all other duties. 

These will range from 
emptying bins, litter picking, 
clearing away fly-tipping and 
removing graffiti. 

The contract also allows for 
extra help clearing snow in parks 
and cemeteries, should the town 
council need it when bad weather 
hits. 

Banbury Town Council leader 
Kieron Mallon said: “The new 
arrangement means all cleansing 
will be done by one specific 
contractor. 

“When we looked at the 
competition, CDC’s in-house 
team clearly provided the best 
deal financially 

“They have the tools to do the 
job and are based in Banbury 

“It was an obvious choice.” 

The new arrangement is worth 
£120,000 a year, according to 
Banbury Town Council. 

A town council spokesman said 
that the same work under the old 
contract would have cost just 
short of £170,000.

More carers needed in 


face of ‘crisis’ for elderly 


Report says 750 extra staff 
will have to be recruited to 
cope over the next decade

AN extra 7,500 carers will be 
needed in Oxfordshire over 
the next decade to combat a so- 
called care “crisis.” 

An Oxfordshire County Council 
report said at least 750 extra care 
workers were needed in the county 
every year for the next 10 to “keep 
pace with the growing numbers of 
people requiring care”. 

This is in addition to the 14,000 
carers in the county currently 
working in care homes and the 
community 

But according to Laura Price 
of the Oxfordshire joint health 
overview and scrutiny committee, 
Oxfordshire is already at “crisis 
point” when it comes to caring for 
the elderly. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
is reviewing the way it provides 
care to the elderly, and hopes to in¬ 
crease the number of carers who 
visit older and infirm people at 
home, rather than sending people 
to care homes. 


The number of people over 65 
in Oxfordshire is expected to rise 
from an expected 122,000 in 2016 to 
151,000 by 2026. 

Bill Buckingham, 94, has re¬ 
ceived home care partially paid 
for by the council after breaking 
his hip two years ago. 

He said: “It’s deplorable to me 
that some older people aren’t get¬ 
ting the care that they deserve. 

“I’m very lucky because as well 
as a carer I have neighbours who 
help me when I want to get out of 
the house. I guess more care work¬ 
ers will be needed.” 

Mr Buckingham’s home carer, 
24-year-old Nicola Edwards, has 
been working as a carer for 18 
months. 

She said: “We do need more car¬ 
ers in the county because there are 
a lot of patients out there.” 

Oxfordshire County Council said 
the figure quoted in its report was 
the “potential” unmet need for 
care workers in the county 

In the most recent budget cuts, 
the county council announced that 
the budget for older care would be 
reduced by £750,000 between 2015 
and 2016. 

Ms Price added: “The problem is 
that the Government are moving 
the responsibility from one cash- 
strapped institution [the NHS] to 
another cash-strapped institution 
[Oxfordshire County Council].”

The Second Best Exotic 
Marigold Hotel 

(PG, 122 mins) 


TOWARDS the end of The Second Best 
Exotic Marigold Hotel, a secret inspec¬ 
tor is asked for an honest assessment 
of Jaipur’s luxury development for 
residents in their golden years. 

The inspector concludes that behind 
the scenes, management of the hotel is 
shambolic but unerring affection for 
the staff makes it a four-star destina¬ 
tion for “the elderly and beautiful”. 

The same honest appraisal applies 
to John Madden’s entertaining sequel: 
01 Parker’s script is haphazard and 
several plot strands are flimsy but our 
emotional investment in the charac¬ 
ters papers over the cracks. 

Audiences who check in to this sec¬ 
ond chapter will be treated to the same 
pungent Jaipur backdrops and good- 
humoured service, with a fresh lick of 
dramatic paint courtesy of new arriv¬ 
als, played with easy-going charm by 
Tamsin Greig and Richard Gere. 

The dashing star of American Gigolo 
and Pretty Woman takes on sex sym¬ 
bol status here, causing groom-to-be 
Sonny (Dev Patel) to quip, “The man is 
so handsome, he has me urgently ques¬ 
tioning my own sexuality.” 

At 65 years old, Gere evidently still 
has it. 

While the first film was lovingly 
adapted from Deborah Moggach’s nov¬ 
el These Foolish Things, The Second 
Best Exotic Marigold Hotel tumbles 
straight out of the scriptwriter Park¬ 
er’s imagination. 

He struggles to provide each resident 
with a compelling narrative arc: some 
are surplus to requirements while oth¬ 
ers relish the trials and tribulations 
that test fledgling romances and frac¬ 
tious friendships to breaking point. 

Sonny and business partner Mu¬ 
riel (Maggie Smith) travel abroad to 
seek investment for a second hotel 
from business chief Ty Burley (David 
Strathairn) and return to India, mind¬ 
ful that funding is dependent on a re¬ 
view from a secret inspector. 

“How was America?” asks Evelyn 
(Judi Dench), welcoming them home. 
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Judi Dench, as Evelyn Greenslade, in 

The Second Best Exotic Marigold Hotel 



“It made death more tempting,” re¬ 
torts Muriel. 

English traveller Lavinia (Greig) 
and American novelist Guy (Gere) ar¬ 
rive soon after and Sonny is convinced 
that Guy must be the inspector so he 
ignores Lavinia and lavishes attention 
on the writer. 

Guy’s arrival sends Madge (Celia Im- 
rie) into a swoon - “Lordy lord, have 
mercy on my ovaries!” she swoons - 
while Douglas (Bill Nighy) struggles 
to communicate his feelings to Evelyn. 

Meanwhile, Sonny is pre-occupied 
with his impending nuptials to Su- 
naina (Tina Desai) and a simmering 
rivalry for his fiancee’s affections 
from snake-hipped family friend Kush 
(Shazad Latif). 

The Second Best Exotic Marigold Ho¬ 
tel delivers the same winning formula 
of laughter and tears, eliciting strong 
performances. 

The course of true love, even in 
twilight years, never runs smooth 
and Parker composes variations on a 
theme of amour, while peppering his 
script with pithy one-liners.
